W AS H1NOTON , Aug. 30 Of)— New 
hybrid grain sorghums offcrhig a 
promise of spectacular production 
Increases will be offered to farmers 
for tho first time In limited quanti- 
ties next spring, the agriculture de- 
partment announced today. 

Ornln sorghums, used largely for 
animal feeds, ore currently grown 
mainly In the southern nnd central 
grcnt plains. But the new hybrids 
will move east as formers discover 
they Insure more stable feed sup- 
plies than com In dry yedrs,""or- 
riclals predicted. 

Hybrids developed by agriculture 
department sclentUU with several 
cooperating state experiment 
lions yield 30 to HO per cent i 
than tho best sorghum varieties 
now tn use. Uie department snld. 

Tho hybrid seed Is being produced 
this year by about 100 ccrtlflced 
aced growing farmers and at least 
one commercial seed producer. There 
should be enough to plant from 
40.000 to 100,000 acres next year. 

Ornln sorghums have gained 
popularity in recent years, partly 
because of earlier breeding improve- 
ments nnd partly because Uiey can 
be grown on land rulc'd out of other 
major crops by government produc- 
tion controls. The ,1055 crop , waj 
estimated at nearly 2G0 million bus- 
hels, compared with a 134,000,000 
bushel 1013-53 average. 

Most current sorghum acreone Is 
Jn Texas, Kansas, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa and Colorado. Large acreages 
are also planted In South Dakota, 
Cnll/omln nnd "New Mexico.

for which it cannot find a market (and last year 
more lhan half the wheat and cotton went to .storage 
ihLi way). Through the federal crop insurance 
porn lion. It covers the farmer-am lnit the rEska of 
flood, drought and wind. 
' "The government does all that, of course, only if 
-Ihe farmer restricts his acreage to the quota he Li 
allotted, and only if he raises the crops which the 
authorities think proper for his land. 

"Tile curious thine; Is that so few Americans seem 
to have understood the change in their own country. 
Fifty years ago, they hod a system of Tree, enterprise 
which brought them to the verge of ruin. Now, they 
have a hybrid, which is far healthier. 

"HYBRID SYSTEM"— "During the past '« years. 
Die government has gradually stepped in. Today, 
quotas and crop controls may be Irksome, but they 
are belter than the dust bowl, storing surplus crops 
may be tiresome and sometimes wasteful, but It is 
belter than burning them, and the former Is well 
paid for It. 

"The department of agriculture may be a big 
bureaucracy, but It has raised better seed for planting, 
better bulls for breeding, and has effected great «w 
Inns of soil nnd water.

"And— a point which Americans might emphanize- 
thelr hybrid system la no longer one of unfettered 
freedom, nor does it work by forcible control.

Two statements by two widely separated gentle- 
men force us to conclude that It Is a Rood thing 
Doug McKay Is back in Salem at the height of the 
harvest season, and that It would be n good thing 
If Harpcr'.i Magaslne Editor John Fischer came right 
out here, too. 

Both of theso men evidently hava lived too long 
in the concentric circles of Manhattan, Connecticut, 
and Washington.

GENEVA — The indictment In 
Washington of a former caplajn of 
the air force for giving Information 
about Jay Loves tone to Jha house 
committee on un- 
American activi- 
ties is a 'break In 
tho story which 
I have been try- 
ing to force on 
your attention, lor 
lour years. 

This informa- 
tion fills a secret 
ort .or 113 
pages lifted from 
the flies of tha 
air force. This ar- 
rest shows that w«Ui««k 
President Elsenhower Is determined 
to whack anyone who proves that 
he has been played for x fool by 
Loves to ne.-Irvlng Brown, Dave Dur 
blnsky and others. 

Ike publicly ncknowl?dged Irving 
Brown, a vicarious hero of the bar- 
ricades. who got his first great pub- 
licity plus front The Reader's Di- 
gest, the Digest fell for this article 
despite the fact that Brown hsd a 
record as a bloodthirsty Bolshevik 
communist. For all the evidence 
that Brown has presented to the 
contrary, he still is a communist 
and so is Lovestone. And they arc 
both deeply mixed up tn the affairs 
of our embassies in many lands and 
or the International Labor office 
here in Geneva.

Frey continued, "among those I 
named was Jay Lovestone. who at 
one time had been secretary of the 
Communist party in the U. S„ but 
had broken with Moscow and set up 
the 'Lovestonlte' branch of com- 
munism in the United States. For a 
' "o wo had three communist par- 
Ihe so-called Stalinists; the 
Trotsky lies and the Lovcstonltcs. 

'Trotsky wante d to bring _bnck_ 
the pure Mn rxiah concept ns an- 
nounced and analyzed by Lenin. He 
paid for his temerity by being mur- 
dered In Mexico. As for as I was 
able to ascertain, the reason for 
Loves tone's break with Moscow was 
that he resented Intcrrercnce by the 
Kremlin with some or the activities 
of the party In the states.

When James P. Mitchell succeed- 
ed Durldn, Frey called his attention 
to Loves tone's activities, his Influ- 
ence on attache appointments and 
to "Ihe menace that was Involved." 

Frey warned Mitchell of "a blow- 
up that would Injure the depart- 
ment of labor and the administra- 
tion." His Interest in the attaches 
"was the result of contacts with our 
ambassadors and my knowledge that 
they were not securing dependable 
Information on the countries to 
which they- were assigned." 

Frey docs not tell us what Mltch- 
:l! said In reply. 

Every newspaper account that I 
read about the arrest of the air force 
man for disclosing the, Lovestone 
filer to the house committee gave 
prominence to Lovcstone'S break' 
with Slalln in 1029. They all gave 
Impression that Lovestone then 
ceased lo be a communist. That ls 
false and In these circumstances a 
lie to the public by this Journalism. 
All accounts concealed the fact that 
Lovestone then organlud his own 
American Bolshevik party with Irv- 
ing Brown as his principal hench- 
man. Neither Lovestone nor Brown 
hns ever offered evidence of re- 
pudiation of a program of. bloody 
American revolution and the' de- 
struction of the government of tho 
Untied Slates set forth In their 
party's literature long after the 
break 'with- Stalin.

To Finish Atom Electric Plant 



WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 Ofl-The 
Russians may beat (he real or the 
World to completion of history's first 
full-scale plant for converting the 
energy ot splitting atoms Into elec- 
trical power for civilian use. 
They are In what could turn out 
i be a photo-finish race with Oreat 
Britain to gel a big atomic power 
station Into operation some time 
- ext year. 

The United Stnten expects to get 
under the wire In third place with 
completion of the Duquesne Light 
company's Shlpplngport, Pa., plant 
toward the end or 1057. 

'This Is a raee, however, which 
the United States ts not trying 

Instead It Is concentrating 
Its .rmtln effort on. perfection af 
atomic plants capable of competing 
esconomleally w I th conventional 
power slntloni. None of the' three 
big ones now under construction 
by the three nations will be able to 
do that. 

Qualified V. 8. observers who 
attended the recent atoms- for*peace 
conference In Geneva were unani- 
mous today In the ccrrrtctlon that 
this country la far ahead of all the 
other atomic powers in the scope, 
variety, and technical excellence of 
Its power reactor program. 

Both tho Russian and British 
are model-T's compared to several 
of the more advanced American de- 
signs. Aa Oliver Townsend or- the 
atomlo Industrial forum reported, 
the United States demonstrated the 
greatest "technological so phis Ilea' 
tlon" at Oeneva, with the British 

cond and Russia third. 

The Soviet plant will be a IO0, 1 ... 
kilowatt power station which the 
Russians said will be completed some 
time next year. The British expect 
to-flnlflh-a-plant-of-M,OM-»-ao,000 
kilowatt capacity by the end of 1850. 
The U. S. plant at Shlpplngport, 
to be completed In the following 
year, will generate more than 00,000 
kilowatts. 

Tho British appear to be making 
the most massive effort to get atomic 
power In quantity production soon. 
Spurred by-* falling coal reserves, 
they have arbitrarily picked a reac- 
tor design— an Inefficient though 
simple one by U. S. standards— and 
hnve embarked on a program to tc 
more than a dozen atomic powci 
plants In operation In the next 
decade. 

The Russians Indicated at Geneva 
that they plan to investigate a num- 
ber of more advanced designs before 
going all-out Into power station con 
structlon.

Care of Your Children 

By ANGELO PATR1 



In order to do acceptable school 
work, a pupil needs to have -good 
eyesight. Moat children have that 
precious asset but a few do not and 
these children are at a grave dis- 
advantage. 

One of the first things an expe- 
rienced .teacher does on receiving ! 
new class, or a new pupil, is to look 
at his card to learn about any de- 
fect of vision or hearing so the 
child can be seated advantageously. 
Such a child needs to be near the 
teacher's desk and as close to the 
blackboard as his sight requires. 

Children who wear glasses should 

ear them according to the spe- 
cialist's directions. Some children 
hate wearing glasses and take them 
off when they leave the house. It Is 
wise to let the teacher know when 
a pupil should wear glasses so ahe 
can Insist upon his doing so In the 
classroom. 

Every school child from the first 
grade through the top grades should 
have his eyes examined every term. 
Any attention the specialist sug- 
gests should' be given promptly. 
Should the teacher notice at morn- 
ing Inspection any unusual appear- 
ance In a child's eye, he should be 
sent to the nurse Immediately. 

Some children have such poor 
eyesight that even glasses fall to 
help them enough. These children 
should be taught as nonseelng chil- 
dren ore taught so that, should the 
eyes grow worse and tho vision be- 
come so Impaired as to render the 
child, almost sightless, hi will still 
be able to carry on. j 
Parents often feel so bad. about 
such an affliction on their child 
that they fight It, refuse to have 
him taught as a, nonseelng child 



should be. "He isn't blind. I wont 
have him labelled «. He can se» 
and he is entitled to be taught like 
other-children." 

But he Is not like "other chil- 
dren," meaning full-sighted chil- 
dren. He Is under a grave handicap 
and- he needs help and the sooner 
he gets It the better. Teaching him 
as a nonseelng child, allowing him 
to travel with his own grade of see- 
ing children tor certain periods of , 
the day so he keeps In touch with 
them, will help him more than a> 
declaration of fitness will ever do. 

It-is a mistake to refuse the help 
of the special teachers In the spe- 
cial classes. These teachers ara 
trained for their work, these classes 
are organised to meet the needs of 
the handicapped children. Co-oper- 
ate with, the school, the teachers, 
and so help the child who so much 
needs help.

Dove Hunters Told to Save Wings 



Magic Valley hunters participat- 
ing In the mourning ~dova season 
from Sept. 1 to 10 will be naked, to 
save one wing from each dove to aid 
studies of the bird, says Charles S. 
Blake. Jerome, bird biologist. 

Blake says hunters may send the 
wings In an envelope to him nt 
Jerome, The wings are used to deter- 
mine the nge of tho bird, thus giv- 
ing vital Information on nesting suc- 
cess, 

Blake points out the dove ranks 
behind pheasants and waterfowl In 
popularity In Idaho. Extension of 
data, given In * questionnaire an- 



swered by hunters last; year showed 
86,048 dove* killed in the slot* In 
IBM. 

In Magic Valley, hunter success 
was higher than any other district 
or the state.- Figures for- the fourth 
district, of which Magic Valley is » 
part, showed S.f birds per hunter. 

BInke explains trie figure by noting 
that 101 dove hunters were checked. 
They reported shoo Una of MS birds. 

The biologist points out that thou- 
sands of mourning- doves are raised 
In Magic Valley, but the birds are 
migratory. They migrate south In the 
early fall and sometimes leave be- 



fore uie season or at the beginning 
of the season. Blake "says the first 
frost or even chilly weather will 
speed the migration. 

The 'dove season opens at one-half 
hour before sunrise on Thursday and 
continues until sunset on Sept. 10. 
The bag and possession limit is 10 
birds. 

Federal regulations govern hunt- 
ing of the migratory doves. Tho law 
specifics shoUruns must be plugged 
to limit the capacity to three shells- 
one in the barrel and two In the 
magazine. No bird sUtmp'la required-
